NEw York, February 13.—Governor Hill, 
who isstopping at the Hotel Normandie, was 
shown Mr. Watterson’s second letter this at- 
ternoon and asked what, if anything he hag to 
say about it.

My reasons 
for believing the letter a forgery were three: 
First, I had never received it; second, I 
thought Kentucky good manners would have 
required my receipt of the letter and my 
assent before its publication ; third, it says the 
writer never held office, and I remembered 
Mr. Watterson’s brilliant career in congress.

THE REPUBLICANS SPLIT, 


And Half a Dozen Men Were Voted for by 
Them. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., February 13.—The republican 
party went to pieces in the joint assembly today. 
All those members who have protested against the 
republican boom for Representative Moore, the 
Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial Association man, took 
occasion to administer a rebuke to the republican 
steering committee. This rebuke to the party 
leaders was all the more severe because it was to- 
tally unexpected. The repubdlican steering com- 
mittee, when roll call was ordered for the first 
ballot, attempted to spring a little surprise. 

Instead of continuing for Lindley, the mandate 
was musty cireulased that the president of the 
Farmers, Mutual Beneticial Association should 
be dropped and the name of Richard J. Oglesby, 
the reguiar party nominee, substituted. Many 
republicans, who had not been consulted in this 
proposed change of programme, repudiated the 
mandate of the steering committee and voted 
their individual preferences. The ballot resulted 
as follows: Palmer, 101; Oglesby, 81; Lindley, 16; 
Steele,2; L.C. Hubbard, 1; C. B. Farwell, i; M. 
W. Matthews, 1, and P. H. Connelly, 1. 

Senators Humphrey and Knopf were the first to 
cast their votes for Lindley in detiance of the 
steering committee’s mandate, and so unexpected 
was their action that the committee could not 
realize that it was not due to a misunderstanding ; 
but a moment’s consultation with the gentlemen 
s00n convinced them that they had lost their con- 
trol. Mr. Cockrell, not to be outdone by the re- 
publicans ignoring the Farmers’ Mutual Beneficial 
Association neminee, Steele, voted for Les- 
ter C. Hubbard, editor of The Farmers’ 
Voice, of ym The vote of Representative 
Miller, of Cook, for Charles B. Farwell was 
greeted with applause from numerous friends of 
Illinois’ senators. Representatives Moore and 
Taubeneck voted forthe regular farmer candi- 
date, Steele. 

On the eighty-sixth ballot the republicans al} 
came into line for Lindley, andthe vote was as 
follows: Palmer, 101; Lindley, 100; Steele, 2; Hub- 
bard, 1. Subsequent ballots up to the ninety- 
third were without material change. 

After the ninety-fifth ballot an adjournment 
was taken till tomorrow.

TILLMAN’S INDEPENDENCE. 


He Makes Nominations Regardless of Po- 
litical Machine Endorsements. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., February 13.—[Special.}— 
The appointment of B. O’Neill, George W. Wil- 
liams and Jacob Smalis, all bank presidents, as 
commissioners of registration for Charleston, has 
stirred up the politicians here, and the political 
pot is once more boiling. Both factions of the 
democracy, ringsters and reformers profess to be 
satisfied, although it is known that both sides had 
sent other names to the governor. The three 
commissioners, D. A. J. Sullivan, John B. Reeves 
and Henry Schachte, sent in by the county demo- 
cratic ex-committee, and endorsed by the Charles- 
ton delegation in the legislature, has been en- 
dorsed y Senator Irby, chaisman of the 
democratic state committee, and by Con- 

ressinan Shell, the father of the 
farmers’ movement, and it is said 
that this was in accordance with the deal 
made between the regulars here and the Tillman 
executive committee during the recent campaign. 

Governor Tillman, however, refused to deliver 
the goods. The reform or Tillinan faction had 
also sent 1n three names, twoof them being the 
names of notorious political cranks. These were 
also thrown over by the governor. None of the 
new appointees were consulted, and their ap- 
pointment was as great a surpriseto them as it 
was tothe public. Itis probable;that all three 
will consent to serve, as everybody seems satisfied 
to have itso. Their work is to straighten out the 
entanglement in the registration books, caused by 
the confusion in the number of polling precincts. 
These being different for state and municipal 
elections, they have nothing todo with the ap- 
pointment of managers of election.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


AN ATTACK UPON THE COMMISSION 
IN THE HOUSE, 


AN INTERESTING LITTLE BY-PLAY. } 


A New Hampshire Man Tries to Tweak But- | 


terworth’s Nose, But the Latter Is 
Much Too Quick for Him. 


WASHINGTON, February 13.—[Special.}— 
The house spent nearly 41] today in wrangling 
over the appropriation for the civil service 
commission. Many of the republicans and 
many democrats wanted to cut off the appro- 
priation for clerk hire for the commission, in 
order to practically abolish civil service. The 
debate over it between the republicans was 
highly lurid at times, and there were many 
sharp personal encounters. Most of the dem- 
ocrats applauded the attacks upon the com- 
mission during the early'part of the day, but 
later, when they learned that the motive of 
the attack, which was led by Mr. Gros 
venor, of Ohio, was because commis- 
sioner Roosevelt had the fairness 
and courage to recently notify the 
southern people of the offices they were 
entitled to, and gave chem to young south- 
erners, they turned about and voted a full 
appropriation for the continuation of the civil 
service board. Thus the commission will con- 
tinue to operate just as it has in the past. 

BUTTERWORTH AND HIS FRIEND. 

During the debate there was quite anin- 
teres:ing and indeed thrilling side play. But 
terworth of Ohio had made a vigorous speech, 
attacking the methods of Grosvenor and the 
others who were attempting to cut off the ap- 
propriation, and starve out the commission.

He denounced it as a cowardly attack, and - 


called upon these men to be men 
and come out in favor of a 
resolution to abolish the commission if they 
wanted it abolished, but not to resort to such 
underhanded methods. 

When he sat down Mr. Moore, of New 
Hampshire, moved across and sat by the side 
of Butterworth. They at once engaged in a 
very animated conversation, and suddenly 
Moore jumped to his feet, and with clinched 
fists, aimed a blow at the obvious nose, but 
Butterworth, who isa powerful fellow, grasped 
the hands of the New Hampshire man and 
forced him into a chair, holding him there as 
easily as though he were a child. Moore 
quickly cooled off. Butterworth laughed 
good-naturedly. There were explanations and 
the fight ended without bloodshed. Both men 
announced afterwards to their friends and the 
correspondents that the row was simply the 
result of a personal misunderstanding, and 
when the house adjourned the belligerents 
walked off arm in arm. 

Just as Predicted. 

Just as predicted in these dispatches a few 
days ago, the amendment. to the legislative 
bill providing for clerks to members, was voted 
down this afternoon on anaye and no vote, by 
an overwhelming majority. More than two- 
thirds of those voting voted against the amend- 
ment, and, indeed, there were but few who 
had the moral courage or nerve to record 
their votes for the proposition. More than 
half of those who voted ‘no, today. 
voted “aye” on Wednesday. The : 
member of congress is as courageous as § lion 
on a viva voce vote, but when it comés*to a 
record vote, he is a cowardly fellow. 

Nine-tenths of the members declare they 
need clerks to propasly represent their consti- 
tuents, but each one wants the other fellows 
vote to provide them. 

The Free Coinage Fight. 

The advocates of free coinage in the house 
are growing white-hot overthe delayin re- 
porting the silver bill, and today they declare 
thoy willcommence to force the fighting on 
Monday. Notwithstanding the Cleveland let- 
ter, they say the house is for free coinage, and 
afree coinage bill will pass if a vote can be 
reached. Mr. Bankhead, of Alabama, said 
tonight thatin his opinion a bill providing 
for free coinage of American silver would be 
reported and passed next week, and he be- 
lieved the president would sign it before the 
4th of March.

PROTECTION FOR AUTHORS. 


Mr. Sherman’s Amendment to the Copy- 
right Bill Adopted. 

WASHINGTON, February 13.—The senate re- 
sumed consideration of the copyright bill—the 
pending question being on Mr. Sherman’s amend- 
ment to strike out the word “prohibited” and to 
insert the words “‘subject to duties provided by 
law,” so that foreign editions of books, etc. 
which are copyrited in the United States may be 
admitted to this country on the payment of 
regular tariff duties. 

Mr. Platt, who has charge of the bill, said that 
the friends of copyright would recognize the fact 
that the ee of the bill wasimperiled by the 
amendment already agreed to, and that further 
amendment toit would probably defeat its pas- 
sace at this session. 

Mr. Morrill expressed the opinion that the adop- 
tion of Mr. Sherman’s amendment would recteavar 
the business of book printing entirely to Ger- 
many, where printers were not paid half as much 
as they were paid in the United States. 

Mr. Daniel asked Platt whether if foreign au- 
thors, who obtained copyright, were required to 
have their works published simultaneously here 
and in their own country, the same principle 
would apply to American authors taking out 
copyright abroad, and would compel them to have 
their works _—*€ Simultaneously there and 
in the United States. 

Mr. Platt replied that would depend upon how 
literally other countries might fullow the pro- 
visions of the pending bill in order to establish 
reciprocity in the matter. 

Mr. Daniel remarked that if that were so, it 
would be subjecting American authors to the ne- 
cessity of publishing their works abroad in order 
to get toa foreign market. He asked whether 
that would not be curtailing privileges which 
Awerican authors now had. 

Mr. Platt thought not. American authors as a 
whole, had now no privileges in foreign countries. 

Mr. Daniel reraarked that American books could 
now be imported into England without paying 
tariff duties or charges. 

Mr. Reagan spoke on the subject of the amend- 
ment, of which he had given notice vesterday, 
and said that, while he favored international copy- 
right, the pending bill was a mere supplement to 
the protective tariff. The effect of its passage 
wouild be to increase the cost of books, and puta 
restriction on publications and a tax on knowl- 

e. He did not feel prepared to join in sup- 
porting such a measure. 

Mr. Daniel criticized the bill at much length. 

Finally a vote was reached on Mr. Sherman’s 
amendment and it was agreed to.

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ADMIRAL PORTER DEAD. 


HE DIES SUDDENLY OF HEART 


DISEASE. * 


THE ADMIRAL’S REMARKABLE LIFE. 


The Wars in Which He Was Engaged—The 
Navy Department in Mourning—Ar- 
rangements for the Funeral. 


WASHINGTON, February 13.—Admiral Por 
ter died suddenly at 8:15 o'clock this morning 
at his residence, 1714H street. Death resulted 
from fatty degeneration of the heart, which 
relentless disease asserted its fatal clutch upon 
him at Newport, R. I., last summer, when, 
contrary to the persistent advice of his phy- 
sicians, he overtaxed his strength by taking 
violent exercise, and was stricken down with 
acomplication of diseases, including congestion 
of the lungs and dropsy. As soon as he 
could be moved with safety he was brought to 
his home in Washington, and all means known 
to science and medicine resorted to for his 
benefit. Despite them, however, there was 
slight but unmistakable symptoms of ap- 
proaching dissolution. Mental disturbances 
were added to the other troubles and the pa- 
tient failed to realize the seriousness of his 
condition. The family were made aware, 
weeks ago, that his death was only a question 
of a short time and that efforts of his physi- 

.Cians were directed solely to the postponement 
of the inevitable and making his last hours as 
comfortable and as free from pain as possible. 

SKETCH OF THE DECEASED. 

David D. Porter was a son of Commodore 
David Porter, who distinguished himself by 
capturing several British vessels during the 
war of 1812. 

The subject of this sketch was born in or 
near Philadelphia in June, 1813. 

Young Porter entered the navy as a mid- 
shipman in 1820. In 1841 he became a lieu- 
tenant. The Mexican war gave him a chance 
to see active service, and for two years he was 
prominent in our naval operations against 
Mexico. 

In 1861, Porter was promoted to the rank of 
cOmmander. He commanded the twenty-one 
mortar boats which bombarded Forts Jackson 
and St. Philip below New Orleans, April, 
mh 1862. On the 28th, the forts surrendered 
to him. 


command of a flotilla of gunboats on the Mis- 
con di river. He rendered efticient aid to the 
land forces in the capture of Arkansas post, 
January, 1863, and co-operated with General 
Grant in his campaign against Vicksburg. 

For his services against that city he was pro- 
moted July 4, 1863, to the rank of rear ad- 
mirai. Co-operating with General Banks in 
an pepenece against Shreveport, he ascended 
Red river with a fleet of iron-clad gunboats to 
@ point many miles above Grand Ecore in 
April, 1864. e commanded the naval forces 
in the attack on Fort Fisher in 
December, 1864, and bombarded the 
same fort with signal success on the 14th and 
15th of January, 1865. According to General 
Grant, this was the most formidable armada 
ever concentrated upon one given point. 

In July, 1866, Porter was appointed vice 
admira), and admiral ifi August, 1870. At the 
time of his death he held the highest rank in 
our navy. 

Since the war Admiral Porter gave much 
of his time to literature. He wrote numerous 
Magazine war articles, and two or three 

He was a rapid and careless writer, 


oor 
and was frequently guilty of extravagant and 


exaggerated stateménts which were doubt- 
less largely the result of hurried 
composition and a défective memory. One of 
his latest reminiscences, describing the visit of 
President Lincoln to Richmond immediately 
after its fall, was so full of absurdities that it 
called forth in the last number of 
Belford’s Magazine a caustic reply from 
General Trumbull. Porter’s article said that 
when Lincoln left the gunboat at Richmond, 
he was surrounded by a crowd of negroes, who 
fell on their knees, and conducted themselves 
after the manner of a Jot of religious fanatics 
welcoming their Moses. Mr. Lincoln, for 
some hours, was unprotected and at 
the mercy of _ the crowd in the 
streets until a detachment of cavalry came to 
his rescue. In describing the return trip, a 
graphic account is given of a slan and 
abusive conversation the president had with a 
confederate sympathizer who visited him on 
the boat.

GENERAL SHERMAN’S BEDSIDE. 


Senator Sherman Denounces a Newspaper 
Publication. 

New York, February 13.—There is no 
doubt that General Sherman’s condition is 
greatly improved this morning. He passed a 
quiet night,and there was no repetition of those 
sinking spells which have so often drawn 
members of the family about his bedside and 
made them fear that the end was near. The 
last bad turn had been at an carly hur in the 
evening. 

At8o’clock no official bulletin had been 
prepared, but from Private Secretary Barrett it 
was learned that the general had had a night 
of rest. Heand Dr. Alexander remained at 
the bedside all night, and members of the 
family retired to secure some rest after a long 
day of anxiety and watching. 

General Ewing went to his home and Dr. 
Janeway spent the night at Dr. Green’s house. 
A CHANGE FOR THE BETTER. 

Secretary Barrett, in speaking of the im- 
provement in the general’s condition, said 
that ithad been noticeable since 12 o’clock last 
night that he had regularly taken his nourish- 
ishment, which consisted of milk and whisky, 
and watchers found no difficulty in rousing 
him at times. ‘‘Where his chances were one 
in a thousand yesterday,’”’ said the secretary, 
“‘they are now one in ten, and we have reason 
now to entertain some hope.’’ Secretary Bar- 
rett is deeply over the con- 
dition of general. Yesterday, 
when all had given up _ hope, the 
secretary would not accept their belief, but 
clung tothe faint hope which he still held. 
This morning, atan early hour, he was fre- 
quently seen looking out from the general’s 
window, and once he opened the window to 
admit some fresh air. Often he ran around to 
the telegraph office tosend some messages of 
encouragement or answer some inquiring tele- 
gram. These all held out some faint hope, but 
the contents of them could not be learned. Dr. 
Janeway called atthe general’s home this 
morning at 8:30 o’clock, and remained twenty 
minutes. :

GENERAL SHERMAN ON A NEWSPAPER REPORT 


The report published in a morning paper, 
refiecting on the conduct of members of General+ 
Sherman’s family in calling in a priest toadmin- 
ister extreme unction, has called forth a great 
many comments in reference to the religious 
belief entertained by the general and his fam- 
ily. There is no doubt but that the ceremony 
was performed on Thursday, about 11 o’clock 
in the forenoon. 

Members of the family have resented the 
article referred to as an attack upon them and 
their aged father, now so low. The article 
was to the effect that the general had been 
administered extreme action whilein an un- 
conscious state, inferring, therefore, that it 
was without his permission. 

Today Senator Sherman addressed the 
following letter to the newspaper publishing 
the oujeoone se matter: 

Gentlemen: A paragraph in your paoes this 
morning gives avery erroneous view ofan inci- 
dent in General Sherman’s sick chamber, which 
wounds the sensitive feelings of his children, now 
in deep distress, which under the circumstances I 
deem it proper to correct. Your reporter 
intimates that advantage was taken of 
my temporary absence to introduce a Catholic 
priest into General Sherman’s chamber to ad- 
minister the rite of extreme unction to the sick 
man, in the nature of a claim that he wasa Cath- 
olic. It is well known that his family 
have been reared by their mother—a devoted 
Catholic—in her faith, and now cling to it. It is 
equally wellknown that General Sherman and 
myself, as well as all my mother’s children, are, 
by inheritance, education and conviction, Christ- 
ians, but not Catholics, and this 
has been openly avowed on all proper 
occasions by General Sherman, but he is too good 
a Christian and too humane a man to deny to his 
children the consolation of their religion. He 
was insensible at the time, and apparently 
at the verse of death, but if he 
had been well and in “full exercise 
ofthis faculties, he would not have denied to them 
the consolation of the prayers and religious ob- 
servances for their father, of any class or denom- 
ination of Christian — or preachers. 

Certainly if I had been present, I would, at the 
request of the family have assented to and rever- 
endly shared in an appea) to the Almighty for the 
life, here and hereafter, of my brother, whether 
called prayer or extreme unction, and whether ut- 
tered by a priest or preacher, or any other good 
man who bejJieves what he spoke and had an hon- 
est taith jn his creed. 

I hear that your reporter uttered a threat to ob- 
tain information which I cannot believe you 
would for a moment tolerate. We all need char- 
ity for our frailties, but I can feel none for any 
one who would wound those already'in dis- 
tress.

£WO BLACK WOMEN IN JAIL FOR 
ARSON. 


One of Them Confesses to the Burning of the 
Gwaltney Residence and Impll- 
cates the Other. 

Romer, Ga., February 13.—[Specia].]—Sun- 
day nizht, February ist, the residence of R. 
J. Gwaltney was destroyed by fire while the 
family were at church. It was supposed to 
have been of incendiary origin. Two negro 
women, Nora Lay and Maggie Bradshaw were 
guspected. Nora Lay had been a servant in 
the Gwaltney family. She. left Rome and 
went to Chattanooga the day after the fire. 
The city marshal telegraphed to Chattanooga 
to have the woman arrested. An officer went 
after her and brought her back today. While 
on the train she mado a full confession to the 
officer, implicating Maggio Bradshaw. This 
confession she repeated before witnesses here 
tonight. She says she was discharged by 
Gwaltney the week before the house was 
burned. On Sunday night, while} the 
family were at church, she and _ the 
Bradshaw woman broke into the 
house through a_ side window. They 
took a lamp burning in the parlor, and carried 
it into Mrs. Gwaltney’s bedroom. Maggie 
Bradshaw rolled up some newspapers, and 
packed them into a small bureau drawer. 
The women then ransacked the room, stealing 
clothing and jewelry. After getting every- 
thing of value, Nora set fire to the newspapers 
in the bureau, closed the drawer, and she and 
Maggie gotaway. Tle Bradshaw woman was 
arrested today, but denies everything. Nora 
went to the penitentiary a year and a half ago 
for larceny irom the residence of S. J. What- 
ley. She served a year’s sentence. 

The trial for the committal of the women is 
fixed for Monday.

TO RENUMBER THE STREETS. 


Captain Clayton Talks About the Work to 
: Be Done. 

Atlanta’s streets are to be renumbered, 

At the meeting of the special committee, the 
whole question of street numbering was discussed 
and afterthe ground had been thoroughly gone 
over, it was decided to leave the matter to City 
Engineer Clayton. The twenty-five-feet-to-a-lot 
plan was the one approved and the details were 
left to the city engineer. 

In talking about the plan, Captain Clayton said 
yesterday: 

“It is the least expensive and less troublesome 
system that could be devised, and the committee 
is to be congratulated on arriving at some kind of 
a decision. The matter has been agitated for the 
last five or six years, and it did seem as if no con- 
clusion would ever be reached.”’ 

“Don’t you think the centennary plan the 


best?” 

“I have always favored that system,” Mr. Clay- 
ton replied, “but the committee seemed to think 
that it was too complicated—in fact would require 
tov much explanation to make the people undcer- 
stand the workings of the centennary 
plan. My idea was to take Capitol avenye 
and West Peachtree street as the no 
and south base lines; Edgewood avenue and West 
Hunter street as the starting point for the east 
and west lines. Those streets divide the city into 

uarter sections, and in my opinion, starting from 
those — the system would have worked toa 
a he on!y ditiiculties to be encountered, ac- 
cording to this system, would be in the heart of 
the city and out on Chapel Hill. But with a few 
bay ore I think they could be overcome.” 

“The perfecting of the plan adopted by the com- 
mittee was left to you, was it not?”’ 

“Yes; but as yet I have done nothing toward it. 
I will prepare an ordinance as soon as possivis, 
report it to the committee, and they will put it be- 
fore the coumcil. In the meantime, the committee 
will consider the ways and means of paying for 
the work. It has been the usual custom for the 
property owners to bear this expense, and I don’t 
think the committee will make any change in this 
rule.’

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The Schedule Changed. 

Tomorrow the early morning schedule to 
Augusta, which has been advertised into 
celebrity by the vociferous grief of The Chron- 
icle, will be taken off. If Tue CONSTITUTION 
were to follow theexample of its esteemed 
Augusta contemporary, it would charge that 
the taking off of this schedule is the result 
of a conspiracy between The Chronicle and 
the railroads to injure the railroads. We 
remember, when the schedule was instituted, 
that The Chronicle made a clamorous pro- 
test, charging: that it had -been brought 
about by a collusion between THE CONSTI- 
TUTION and the railroads. 

If the taking off of the early fast train 
proves to be as great a relief tp editor Walsh 
as its inauguration was a shock, there will 
be one truly happy man in Augusta today, 
and we need hardly say that Tire CONSTI- 
TUTION does not envy him his happiness. 

It is not necessary to repeat here the sched- 
ule was arranged solely for the benefit of the 
traveling public. The train was put on to 
meet the Louisville and Nashville train, 
which arrived in Atlanta at 1:40 a. m. 
Now that the Louisville and Nashville's 
connecting schedule is to be changed, there 
is no longer any necessity for the early train 
to Augusta, and it is taken off. 

And yet it cannot be denied that the new 
schedule, fleeting as its existence was, has 
been a means of grace to Editor Walsh, It 
is true, it seemed to come to him in the 
shape of a severe affliction, and he greeted 
it with all of Job’s volubility and without a 
particle of the prophet’s patience; but it 
has served a wholesome purpose. It has 
given to Editor Walsh an excuse for bright- 
ening up his paper. In the midst of his 
grief and bewailment he has turned his 
hand to the right thing, and has_ materially 
improved The Chronicle. And his bright 
and capable young men have shown and are 
showing what they can do at a pinch, so 
that the schedule which carried THE Con- 
STITUTION to Augusta at an earlier hour 
than usual may prove to be profitable to 
Editor Walsh, as it certainly has been prof- 
itable to the readers of The Chronicle. 

As for THe CoNSTITUTION—Wwell, THE 
CoXSTITUTION is not dependent on the ac- 
cident of fortunate schedules for its popu- 
larity. The business it gets it retains, and 
it never permits the transient and fleeting 
arrangement of the railroads to interfere 
with its circulation or with its good humor. 
In all contingencies and under all circum- 
stances its mission is to carry sweetness and 
light to the world. It will continue to visit 
Augusta, where its field is broad and in- 
viting, and it will continue to give the news 
from that interesting and picturesque city. 

Meanwhile we trust that Editor Walsh is 
ina happier mood. He has improved his 
paper greatly, and we have no doubt that he 
will put on the finishing touches by giving 
the people of Augusta a bright paper seven 
days in the week instead of six. They are 
entitled to the best thatis going, and our 
esteemed contemporary should lose no time 
in making itself (like Tur CONSTITUTION 
superior to railroad schedules. 


Sherman on Politics. 

It will be of interest just now to recall a 
notable effort made some years ago to per- 
suade General Sherman to enter politics. 

In May, 1884, Mr. Blaine, although 
strongly suspected of courting the republi- 
can nomination for the presidency, wrote to 


General Sherman and begged him to accept 


the nomination, assuring him that it would 
be an easy matter to obtain it. In reply the 
general, after courteously declining the 
honor, said: ‘‘I made a resolve forty years 
ago never to enter politics. The brightest 
and best youth of our land have been drawn 
into that maelstrom, and their wrecked for- 
tunes strew the beach of the ocean of time. 
My memory, even in its short time, brings 
up the names of victims by the hundreds, if 
not thousands.”’ 

Now, this isthe talk of a strong man, 
with a firm purpose, not to be swayed by the 
ordinary temptations which move men. 
Doubtless it was fortunate for: the country 
that Sherman despised politics and scorned 
the presidency. He wasaborn dictator—a 
soldier to the core—and if he had ever 
reached the white house he would haye fun 
the government by military methods, turn- 
ing it into a despotism. 

He was unfitted for official position in 
civil life, and knowing it he had the good 
sense and patriotism never to seek it.

Mr. Watterson’s Letter, 

The inside history of Editor Watterson’s 
letter to Governor Hill is very interesting. 
The document purports to have been written 
in Louisville on the 12th of November. The 
first that Governor Hill saw of it was after 
its publication in The Baltimore Sun on the 
llth of February. 

Having never received it, Governor Hill was 
moved to doubt its authenticity and to pro- 
nounce it a forgery. He also pronunced it 
aninsulting and impertinent communica- 
tion, basing this statement on the assumption 
that the writer of the letter was familiar 
with facts and circumstances that are proba- 
bly unknown to Mr. Watterson. 

Mr. Watterson, on the other hand, says 


@ - that he did write the letter, and that he had 


ee ‘no intention to insult Governor Hill or to be 


impertinent, and he gives his reasons for 


writing it, which are at least honest and 
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his purposes. | : 

When Governor Hill pronounced the doc- 
ument a forgery, he was justified by the 
first sentence of the letter itself. Mr. Wat- 
terson has held office—for one term, if not 
two, he was a democratic congressman, and 
served his people and his party with con- 
spicuous ability—and yet, the letter begins: 
“I take leave to address you this letter as 
one of some millions of democrats who have 
never sought or held office.”’ 

The true explanation of the whole matter 
is that Mr. Watterson is an impulsive, & pa- 
triotic and an honorable democrat, who 
places what he conceives to be the welfare 
of his party above all considerations of di- 
plomacy and formality. He is just such a 
democrat as men like Governor Hill ought 
to and do admire—and Governor Hill is just 
such a democrat as Mr. Watterson ought to 
and does admire. Neither of these distin- 
guished gentlemen can afford to flaunt the 
other. They can well afford to forget both 
the letter and the occasion in which it 
originated. 

Since that letter was written-—since it was 
published even—the fate that is bigger than 
either individuals or parties has given a turn 
to the wheel that simplifies matters. Mr. 
Cleveland has placed himself out of the race, 
and the conditions are no longer what they 
were when Watterson’s letter was written. 


Atlanta’s Opportunity. 

President Maddox’s interesting talk con- 
cerning the Atlanta and Florida railroad, 
printed in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, has 
revived public interest in this important line. 

The proposed extension of the read from 
Fort Valley southeast to the coast will at 
once commend itself to our business men. 
Brunswick would perhaps be the best point, 
as it offers first-class terminal facilities. A 
road from Brunswick has already been 
started in this direction, and there is no rea- 
son why it should not be utilized in the ex- 
tension of the Atlanta and Florida. The 
people of Brunswick are waking up and agi- 
tating the matter, and are disposed to co- 
operate liberally with Atlanta. 

As President Maddox suggests, the thing 
to do is to obtain a new charter, organize an 
extension company, and push the road 
through the pine forests to the coast. The 
people along the line will give a right of 
way and donate lands to the company. Com- 
paratively a small amount of money will be 
required, as bonds could be easily placed on 
the extension, and only the interest would 
have to be provided for. The cost of build- 
ing the road and equipping it will not be 
more than $6,500 per mile. 

The Atlanta and Florida now runs through 
a productive farming country. It has han- 
dled more than 50,000 bales of cotton this 
season, and large quantities of lumber and 
phosphate rock, - New towns are springing 
up along the route, and the entire region is 
rapidly developing. With an extension to 
the coast, running through the heart of al- 
most boundless pine forests, where hardly a 
tree has been cut, the opportunities for prof- 
itable business and industrial enterprises 
will be almost unlimited. 

We can think of no single enterprise that 
will be of greater benefit to Atlanta than 
this project. The Atlanta and Florida is in 
good financial condition, and the people of 
Atlanta cannot doa better thing for their 
interests than to take hold of the extension, 
build it with Atlantamoney, and own and 
operate it. Brunswick is prepared to offer 
every inducement that could be desired, and 
a movement in Atlanta to organize and push 
the new company would go through with a 
rush. Atlanta needs the trade of the pros- 
perous country along this line and must have 
it. We have never hada more tempting 
chance. There is no risk, and it will not 
take much money. The extension is bound 
to come—either to the coast or connecting 
with the vast Plant system at Waycross, but 
the chief thing to keepin viewis Atlanta’s 
interest in building, owning and operating 
this road as herown. It will open to us a 
country of inexhaustible wealth, and do 
more for our commerce than any other one 
line that could be mentioned. There is a 
gelden opportunity now within our reach, 
and we should lose no time in seizing and 
utilizing it. 

The Late Admiral Porter. 

The sudden death of Admiral David D. 
Porter removes a federal naval officer whose 
exploits during the civil war caused him to 
rank with Farragut and other heroes of that 
class. 

Unfortunately for Admiral Porter he fell 
into the habit late in life of fighting his bat- 
tles over again. He wrote reminiscences 
and wrote altogether too much. His bad 
memory and haste led him into many inac- 
curacies of statement, and his account of an 
accidental meeting of Lincoln with General 
Duff Green during the former’s visit to 
Richmond, just after the capture of the city, 
was sofull of mistakes that Hon. Patrick 
Calhoun, a grandson of General Green, 
wrote an article for THe ConsTITVION in 
which he made it plain that the admiral’s 
narrative wasin the main purely fanciful. 
Within the past month General Trumbul] 
has found it neccessary to reply to one of the 
admiral’s magazine articles and disprove its 
statements. Besides his war papers Admi- 
ral Porter wrote two or three novels—sensa- 
tional stories of the sea, highly imaginative 
but very crudely written, 

Admiral Porter was an amiable man, and 
his exploits during the war showed courage 
and ability. His great mistake was in at- 
tempting the role of a historian, a part for 
which he was entirely unfitted. However, 
the slips of his pen will soon be forgotten 
and posterity will award him an honored 
place in our naval annals. 


An Old Story. 

The rumor is again on its rounds that Sec- 
retary Blaine is after Cuba and that the 
island will soon be ours by purchase. 

It isa very oldstory. John Quincy Adams, 
when president, advocated the purchase of 
Cuba. President Polk offered Spain $100,- 
000,000, but without making any impres- 
sion. Our ministers to London, Paris and 
| Madrid in 1854 advised our government to 
buy Cuba or take it by force. 

And now we are told that 
Blaine will manage it.

UNITED STATES JUDGE EMORY SPEER finds it 
rather difficult to please everybody. When he 
sentences a prisoner, somebody is sure to say that 
he is too severe. When he suspended sentences in 
revenue cases, a congressional committee de- 
clared that he was too lenient. The truth is, 
Judge Speer knows what he is about. In the 
celebrated Hall conspiracy case he imposed severe 
penalties, and suspended only one sentence be- 
cause the prisoner was in the very shadow 
of death. In revenue cases, frequently, 
the best thing that can be done 
is to suspend sentences. An _ ignorant, 
half-starved white man or negro distills a little 
whisky with a gun barrel in a washpot and selis a 
few quarts to his neighbors. He is dragged many 
miles, and compelled to lie in jail for several 
months. Then he is tried and convicted. of 
course it would be easy to send him to a northern 
prison where he would probably die, but 
what good would it do? Judge Speer, in 
such cases, sometimes warns the offender to 
obey the law in future, and sends him home to his 
destitute family. It is hard to see how any objec- 
tion can be raised to such leniency. Judge Speer 
has conducted the business of his court with rare 
discretion and ability, and in his hands the inter- 
ests of justice have never suffered. He knows 
when to be severe, and when to temper justice 
with mercy.

A Change at the Capitol. 

Mr. D. Paul Lester, who has been for 
some time in the wild land office of the comp- 
troller general’s department, has accepted the 
position of fertilizer clerk in the office of the 
commissioner of agriculture. 

Mr. Will Trammell, who held this clerk- 
ship, has resigned to go into other business. 

The Ben Hill Monument. 

The marble tiling in the first floor of the 
capitol—just where the monument is to be 
placed—was taken up yesterday. 

The column of masonry which is to support 
the base of the statue is completed to the level 
of the floor, and everything is about ready for 
the removal of the statue and its being put in 
position in the “house of our fathers.” 

At Work on the Grounds. 

The work on the capitol grounds is to be 
pushed. 

Yesterday a great lot of manure was hauled 
there, under the direction of Mr. Lambert, 
preparatory to the sowing of blue grass. 

The trees will be set out soon. 

The stone work, also, is to be begun at once, 
and pushed as rapidly as possible. 

A Hard-Worked Officer. 

One of the busiest public officers in this 
country just now is Comptroller General 
Wright. , 

The insurance returns are coming in, 
and a more tedious job than their 
item-by-item examination would be hard to 
imagine. Every calculation in each report 
must be gone over, and checked off. 

The renewal of the certificates of the life 
companies and various other details of the 
work necessitating an enormous corre- 
spondence, are hard work, too; because there 
are nearly 140 companies to be looked after. 

In addition to this insurance and other 
routine work of the department, the comp- 
troller’s natural big-heartedness has entailed 
more work—more than he counted’ upon, 
perhaps. 

That is because he is named in nearly half 
the pension claims that are filed. When the 
pension law first went into operation there 
were comparatively few pensions to be paid, 
and these payments were not annual. Gradu- 
ally it became known amongst the old soldiers 
that if Colonel Wright were given power of 
attorney it would save them a trip to Atlanta, 
and cost them nothing. 

But now there are five or six times as many 
pensions as at first, and they are annual. 

So the comptrolier’s work of love has in- 
creased nearly ten fold. He never refuses to 
do this kindness for an old soldier, nor any 
other, they say, that he can do, but it has

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 12.—The stock market today, 
except in a few spots, was as near dead as it is possible 
to be, and no business was transacted at all, but there 
was an inclination to heaviness, and prices at the 
close were left generally a shade under those of last 
evening. Stagnation is the effect principally of fear 
that some free coinage measure would be ushed 
through by hook or by crook in the closing hours of 
the session, but today there were other disturbing in- 
flucnces which added their weight to intensify the 
prevailing apathy of speculators and investors. The 
possibility of further orders of gold for shipment by 
tomorrow’s steamers, not to speak of the chances of 
the same thing next week, and the apparently erag- 
gerated reports regarding Gould’s health were ef- 
fectually used to depress prices. The general list to- 
day presented as little feature as on any day this 
year. Rock Island, and Burlington and Quincy con- 
tinue to have a hord time over their earnings, and the 
delay in action by the latter company overthe matter 
of dividend is causing some uneasiness to those most 
interested, and today it was one of the weak spots in 
the market. Louisville was heavy on lower London 
figures, and Chicago Gas was sold on rumors of liquid- 
ation by the bull pool in stock. On the other hand, 
Susquehanna and Western stocks were again strong, 
preferred rising materially. The opening was lower 
in sympathy with lower London and under the infiu- 
ence of gold shipments, but the traders endeavored to 
rally the list in the early trading, without much suc- 
cess. The manipulation in sugar stocks was in the 
direction of lower figures in the forenoon, but new 
common stock was depressed from 75 to 72, and re- 
ceipts from 86 to 8334, giving a heavy tone to the regu- 
lar list. Later there was a sharp reaction, especially 
in the last hour, when these losses were entirely made 
up, and preferred stock sold up to 88. The general 
list exhibited no recuperative power, however, and 
the close was no more than steady, generally at a shade 
ander last night’s prices, asarule.

Robert Pause, the Restaurateur,.in Court 
Yesterday. 

The case against Robert Pause for keeping open 
his bar on Sunday and after 10 o’clock at night, 
was called in police court yesterday.

Judge Anderson represented the city in the 
prosecution. 

t developed on the trial that the partition used 
by Mr. Pause was the identical one used by Mr. 
Kelly in his bar and restaurant on Marietta street. 

While Mr. Kelly was using the partition, and 
when Judge Anderson was recorder, a case similar 
to that against Mr. Pause was made agaiust Mr. 
Kelly. 

This case was tried before Judge Anderson and 
dismissed. 

Judge Kontz did not believe that Mr. Pause was 
conscious of any violation of the law and in view 
of all the circumstances dismissed the case, on 
Mr. Pause’s promise that he would extend the 
partition in question.
